University undeiRTaduates are supposed to possess sufficient 
intelligence and interest to discuss affairs, other than those which 
pertain absolutely to college work. True students, with a wide 
range of vision, closely follow the trend of national and international 
events and because they feel that they are closely linked up with 
the happenings of the hour, do not allow themselves to drop away 
from realities and live entirely in the dimness of a day that is past. 
At the present the world is rent with problems which arc calling 
for immediate solutions, and instead of the perfect peace expected 
after the Armistice many people still maintain indifferent or even 
belligerent attitudes in regard to other portions of the world's 
population. 

The solution to the present intolerable situation, in the eyes 
of many, is the League of Nations, that beloved, despised, praised 
and berated organization. The League has come into much abuse, 
chiefly because some of the more selfish inhabitants of the. globe- 
do not wish to become officially connected with international co- 
operation. On the other hand, those who think in terms of the 
world, Tather than in terms of the nation, firmly believe in the 
possibilities of the League and great men have staked their all as 
...supporters of this international body. It is only a short time since 
Mr fi il 1 .4111 d er gra d u at es heard Dr. Nansen make a powerful plea 
for the League, and to-day, those who are really interested, are 
coming together to ascertain the attitude of the student body in 
ttS matter. The meeting which is to be held in the R.V.C. at five 
o'clock, will be addressed by Mr. John Bieler- who is attached to 
the Secretariat of the League' and after he has concluded, general 
-liscussion will be called for. Because of the vital importance of 
he international position, which we must asume- the Principal has 
ked for a large" attendance, and the gathering will be under the 
•nt auspices of the McGill Canadian Club, the Literary and De- 
Ing Societies, and the Delta Sigma Society, 
i It is a long time since an event of this nature has taken place 
. . tf>e University and the results will be awaited with an excep- 
;onal amount of tense expectation. Are we mentally active enough 
to earnestly discuss one of the greatest questions of the day or 
are we sc mentally dead that we shall pass by, without even stopping 
to think of the trials of the nations and the possibilities of allevia- 
tion or of complete removal? This afternoon will hear the answer 
and we shall be the judges, paseing judgment on ourselves.
